Rejections in
the District of Columbia aver-
age about 50 per cent,
Mandatory motor vehicle in-
spection prevents accidents.
Texas reports that 15 per cent
of its accidents were due to
unsafe vehicle condition be-
fore inspection started. After
inspection became mandatory,
the figure dropped to five per
cent. The first year that New

Jersey had mandatory inspec-
tion there was a drop of 32 per
cent in traffic deaths.
